WORD panorama of “Dallas in De- 

fense” passed before the eyes of 
1,200 diners the night of December 2 
when the Dallas Chamber of Commerce 
staged its annual banquet in the Baker 
Hotel Crystal Ballroom. 









The program was presented before an 





impressive backdrop of two giant flags, 
one for the nation and one for Texas; 






two towering airplane wings (one for 
the army and one for the navy) and a 
powtrful Diesel engine of the type to be 
constructed here for use in army tanks. 

Paced by the singing of the Star 
Spangled Banner, led by R. E. Shep- 
herd, a stirring invocation by Lieut. Col. 
W. G. Gilks, Salvation Army Divisional 
Commander and remarks from Presi- 
dent Paul Carrington and D. A. Hulcy, 
toastmaster, the program unfolded in a

“God willing, much of our Fighting 
Forties may be devoted to other tasks 
than armed defense. When the emer- 
gency of defense shall pass we shall face 
serious problems. . . . If we hope to suc- 
ceed in keeping Dallas a prosperous and 
happy city the business men of our city, 
through organization, must plan togeth- 
er and cooperate. .. . 

“In the summary we have presented 
to you, we have sought to demonstrate 
that spirit of Dallas and its businessmen 
is the spirit of united effort and of ac- 
complishment through man power; and 
that our chamber of commerce, de- 
servedly now as in the past and as in the 
months ahead, should be recognized as 
the powerhouse for the spirit of Dallas.” 
At our annual meeting a year ago, all 
will remember the challenge in the 
words of Dr. George W. Truett which 
now, too, epitomize the attitude of the 
citizenship of Dallas which our cham- 
ber of commerce represents: “Hats off 
to the past, coats off for the future.” 

Mr. Hulcy then took the floor and out- 
lined the program for the evening. He 
said: 

“Tonight we have cause for a double 
celebration. First, we are rounding out 
the city’s 100th year, bringing the com- 
pletion of a period during which the 
growth and development of our city has 
been an example for the entire nation. 

“Second, we are celebrating expan- 
sion of the city in the last twelve months 
which has seen Dallas become recog- 
nized as a new industrial frontier. Quite 
naturally, the major portion of our ex- 
pansion during 1941 can be attributed 
to the national emergency, and because 
of this fact we felt it would be quite 
fitting tonight if we presented to you a 
program having as its theme ‘Dallas in 
Defense.’ 

“To give you some idea of the mag- 
nitude of this city’s job in the defense 
program I would like to have you re- 
member these figures: Today more than 
15,000 Dallas people are directly en- 
gaged in defense industry. Payroll for 
this group totals more than $1,200,000 
per month, and we have every reason to 
believe the monthly payroll figure will 
exceed $1,750,000 during 1942. 

“The brightest spot in this rosy pic- 
ture is the fact that the defense indus- 
tries which Dallas has gained in 1941 
are nearly all permanent industries. . . . 

“But getting back to our program to- 
night, I feel it a great privilege to pre- 
sent to you a group of people who are

directly connected with our defense 
effort. They are here as they appear in 
every day life and I want you to hear 
them tell in their own words the won- 
derful story of what Dallas is doing in 
defense. It is a story that paints a glow- 
ing word-picture of the spirit of our 
city. It is a story that will emphasize for 
you the fact that Dallas is capable of 
meeting any emergency that arises. 

“I refer you now to our guests of 
honor.” 

At this point the honor guests talked 
in the aforementioned order. Following 
are highlights of their remarks: 

Mr. Spradlin, draftee: “To date the 
thirteen Dallas County Draft Boards 
have registered 60,691 men. Of this

number 2,275 have answered the service 
call through the draft route. But this is 
only a small number of the Dallas men 
who are in the service. Thousands vol- 
unteered for the army. Others entered 
the navy, the marines, the flying corps 
or training schools for mechanics. Some 
marched off with the national guard and 
are making a brilliant record. The Texas 
Defense Guard is also doing an invalu- 
able service. . . . On land, sea or in the 
air we have the best defense of any 
nation in the world and we have it be- 
cause our fighting men know that they 
have something worth fighting for!” 

Mr. MacConnell, Naval Base: “The 
United States has expended well over a 
million dollars and will expend more 
for construction of an aviation base near 
Hensley field. It has collected from vari- 
ous parts of the United States some 
thirty officers and 150 enlisted men to 
man the base. It gave these men air- 
planes and thousands of dollars worth 
of tools and equipment to maintain the 
base. It has selected more than 500 
young men and will continue to select 
more, to be trained at the base as flyers 
and future naval officers. All this is part 
of the navy plan for national defense. 
. .. Many different jobs, many men to 
do them, but all for the one purpose— 
national defense!” 

Mrs. Coke, woman volunteer worker: 
“You all know of the valiant effort be- 
ing put forth by the women of England 
and Russia today. Well, here in Dallas 
we are prepared to do the same thing if 
the need arises. Day after day and night 
after night over 5,000 Dallas women are 
sacrificing their personal activities to 
meet with competent instructors and 
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learn how to work efficiently and with 
coordinated purpose in case of an emer- 
gency. .. . This national emergency is 
not for men alone. It reaches out and 
touches the life of every woman, too. 
The nation needs our support in this 
vital effort more than ever before and 
I am sure that we all stand ready to 
answer the call. An army that has the 
support of its women behind the lines 
can’t help but make a victorious stand 
in the front lines!” 

Mr. Ralstin: “I represent nearly 10,- 
000 men and women of Dallas who are 
engaged in the task of making airplanes 
or airplane parts. . . . Evidence of the 
government's faith in Dallas is the stag- 
gering total of aviation contracts which 
are now held by Dallas firms. At pres- 
ent this sum exceeds $113,000,000 and 
there is every reason to expect that it 
will mount. Dallas now stands as the

air capital of the Southwest. Everyone 
in this room has helped to make it so 
and those on the assembly lines and in 
the foundry rooms will strive to keep it 
so. With all hands plying we'll keep ’em 
flying by getting them built.” 

Sergt. Wilkins, Hensley Field: “I be- 
lieve I can best describe and justify 
Hensley Field’s position in national de- 
fense with one word—SERVICE. .. . 
At present we maintain a complete serv- 
ice, twenty-four hours a day, for tran- 
sient aircraft. . . . Ships from every 
point on the compass. Student ships by 
the score from nearby flying schools, 
ships under official orders, ferry ships 
from factories, ships by the dozens en- 
gaged in war games and maneuvers, and 
transcontinental navy and marine traffic. 


During the current calendar year 1m jr¢ 
than 10,000 transient aircraft have re. 
ceived service on our field, making an 
average of nearly a thousand a mo) th, 
And every day the bulk of traffi 
growing. . .. It is service such as .

Mr. Miller, clothing worker:

first to be drafted for defense. \\ 
Washington officials decided al; 
overnight to enlarge our army, navy 
marine corps, they were faced with 
urgent task of getting the vital eq) 
ment for the hundreds of thousand 
men who would be going into the s 
ices. Housing and clothing were the 
problems to be considered. Inspe: 
caught planes and trains out of the 
tion’s capital in search of clothes-making 
machines that could be pressed 
service immediately. One of the 
stops was Dallas, which is nationally. 
known as a clothes manufacturing cen- 
ter, and word was flashed back to Wash- 
ington that here was a town that had 
what it took. Not long after that several 
Dallas plants were on a twenty-four. 
hour basis doing heir part for defense. 
Bolts of cloth entered the plants and 
with breath-taking swiftness emerged in 
the form of pants, shirts and jackets. 
Today over 4,000 people are employed 
in this phase of defense work here.” 

Mr. Oliver, defense school: “Night 
and day the 1,200 students in the school 
are learning to master machine shop, 
welding, aircraft and sheet metal work 
in order that they may join in the drive 
to help keep America safe. A total of 
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HOUSTON D. OLIVER, defense school

200 students have entered the school 
since it opened and 2,000 of this num- 
ber have graduated and obtained jobs. 
The school now has machinery valued 
at £300,000 and more has been ordered. 
The new school building, which was 
purchased for $125,000 out of funds 
voted by the citizens of Dallas has 
ereatly increased the efficiency of the 
institute.” 

\ir. Carrington, Diesel worker: “May- 
be you haven’t heard much about my 
work yet but you will in the near future 
because a $2,500,000 plant in which 
these engines will be made is being con- 
structed near Dallas. . . . I, and the 
hundreds of workers who will soon be 
engaged in the manufacture of these 
Diesel engines feel that in a sense we 
are pioneers. We stand on the threshold 
of a new industrial era, and we can vis- 
ualize Dallas as it soars to greater 
heights. .. . We all know the importance 
that tanks play in modern warfare. They 
pave the way for the advance. Let us 
pray that the tanks powered by Diesels 
made in Dallas never see the battle line, 
but if they do you can rest assured that 
they will lead the way to victory.” 

Mayor Rodgers: “You have heard the 
stirring remarks of these defense work- 
ers as they passed in review here to- 
night, and I am sure we are all proud of 
the job they are doing. But, did you ever 
know of a job worth doing that the peo- 
ple of Dallas didn’t do better than any- 
one else? That to me is typical of the 
Da'las spirit, whether it is defense work, 
civic work, or work in the home—Dal- 
las folks grasp the task at hand and 
polish it off in a determined style that 
has become a tradition. I watched the 
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program here tonight with a great deal 
of interest. It tells a graphic story—a 
story that is an example for the entire 
nation.” 

At this point Mr. Hulcy revealed that 
Gov. Stevenson would address the ban- 
quet via telephone. The governor greet- 
ed the assembly and said: “I congratu- 
late the Dallas Chamber of Commerce 
most heartily upon the theme selected 
for the important meeting which you are 
holding. It is most appropriate that it 
should be considered in this gathering 
of the business and industrial leaders of 
your city. It is a subject which can be 
discussed both in retrospect and in pros- 
pect. You have already accomplished 
much. Your progress in the past several 
months can be reviewed with pride and 
satisfaction. I undertsand that, even in 
these early stages of the defense effort, 
some fifteen to twenty thousand citizens 
of Dallas County have already volun- 
teered and have been given definite 
assignments for important service in 
case of emergency. This is a splendid 
achievement. . . .” 

“You have asked me to discuss some 
of the state-wide aspects of the defense 
program. This I am glad to do—first. 
because there is encouraging progress to 
report; and, second, because those of us 
who are charged with responsibility for 
directing the activity on the state level 
feel very keenly the need of the counsel. 
advice, and sympathetic interest of all 
of our citizens throughout Texas. 

“The defense developments in our 
State are many and varied. I shall have 
to pass over several of them with mere 
mention. No phase of the program is 
more important than that of defense pro- 
duction in industry. You have emphas- 
ized that in your meeting tonight. It is of 
supreme importance that labor and man- 
agement work together in the utmost 
harmony, and with fervor and zeal. We 
are determined to demonstrate to the 
nation and to the world that Texas has 
vast resources of raw materials; that it 
can—through the skill and devotion of 
its manpower, and through the utiliza- 
tion of its many natural advantages— 
contribute largely to the production of 
those finished articles so necessary for 
our progress and our defense. Almost a 
billion dollars in prime contracts have 
been let to Texas firms, but we still have 
large unused capacity in our manufac- 
turing establishments. Your State office 
is working earnestly, in co-operation 
with the appropriate Federal agencies, 
to secure additional orders for our 
Texas plants and particularly for those

concerns which are seriously affected by 
shortages of materials. 

“TI can only mention also the fact that 
many of our communities in which de- 
fense activities—both military and in- 
dustrial—are located are in great need 
of outside assistance in providing those 
facilities needed for proper living con- 
ditions. The National Defense Commit- 
tee for Texas has been particularly ac- 
tive in trying to secure this help for the 
cities and towns of Texas. 

“From a military standpoint the rec- 
ord of our State is one of which we can 
be truly proud. Our Texas Defense 
Guard—of which some of the most suc- 
cessful units have been organized in 
Dallas—now consists of fifteen thousand 
officers and men, the largest organiza- 
tion of its kind in the United States. 
Texas has furnished 38,477 men to the 
armed forces through the Selective Serv- 
ice System, 13,870 in the national guard 
units, and 99,201 as volunteers to mis- 
cellaneous branches of the service. 

“More than 160,000 men in the armed 
forces of the Nation are now in training 
in Texas.” 

Following Gov. Stevenson’s talk, Mr. 
Hulcy revealed that Mr. Aston would 
speak from Washington and the city 
manager introduced Mr. Sumners, who 
in turn, introduced Mr. Patterson. 

After this call the meeting adjourned. 

Mr. Hulcy acted as head of the com- 
mittee making arrangements for the ban- 
quet and the program. He was assisted 
by J. Ben Critz, Mr. Carrington, Clyde 
Stewart, Jerry Spring, W. H. Thompson 
and Jack Garrett.

“The greatest price which I have had 
to pay for the opportunity which you 
have given me to try to be useful in 
these stressful, dangerous, challenging 
times, is the fact that I am practically 
exiled from home and the things which 
make up normal life. I cannot tell you 
how deeply grateful I am to you for the 
opportunity to be of service in my day 
and generation as the representative of 
as great and as considerate a people as 
may be found anywhere in this land of 
ours. “Dallas in Defense’ is the only job

ATTEND A.A.A.S. MEETING

ROM this coming December 29 to 
January 3, the eyes of the scientific 
world will be on Texas since, during 
this week, the largest general scientific 
society in existence, the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, 
will hold its 110th meeting in Dallas. 
Never before, since 

its organization in 

1848, has this as- 

sociation met in 

Texas. Approxi- 

mately 6,000 scien- 

tists in all fields of 

science from over 

the nation and 

abroad attend its 

annual meetings tc 


DR. NEGUS hear the results oi 


new scientific research as presented in 
over 1,500 papers read by members of 
the association and its 174 affiliated and 
associated societies, 29 of which will par- 
ticipate in this meeting. 


The British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science was founded in 
1831. In 1837, Dr. J. C. Warren of Bos- 
ton read a paper at a meeting of this 
British Association. Upon returning to 
the United States in 1838, he started 
actively to promote the organization of 
a similar society in this country. The 
American Philosophical Society, organ- 
ized in 1743 through Benjamin Frank- 
lin’s influence, passed a resolution in 
1839 declaring that in its opinion it was 
inexpedient for it to undertake the or- 
ganization of the association proposed 
by Warren. In spite of this adverse res- 
olution on the part of the leading scien- 
tific organization then in existence in 
the country, active interest continued in 
establishing a general scientific society 
national in scope. From 1819 to 1826, 
there had been an American Geological 
Society. Fourteen years after its death, 
its spirit reappeared in the Association 
of American Geologists, organized in 
1840. This ‘society changed its name to 
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The Association of American Geologists 
and Naturalists in 1842 and five years 
later passed a resolution to transform it- 
self into The American Association for 
the Promotion of Science, an organiza- 
tion “designed to embrace all laborers 
in Physical Science and Natural His- 
tery.” This new association held its first 
regular meeting in Philadelphia in Sep- 
tember of 1848 with Professor William 
Barton Rogers presiding. In the report 
of the committee appointed to draft a 
Constitution and Rules of Order, the 
name of the organization was again 
changed to the American Association for 
the Advancement of Science. The report 
was adopted and on September 20, 1848, 
the A. A. A. S. convened for the first 
time. Professor Rogers introduced the 
first president, William C. Redfield. 
There were 461 original members of the 
association, one of them being a Texan, 
Lieutenant Johnson of Washington. 
There are now about 461 members from 
Texas alone. There are over 22,000 
members in the whole association prop- 
er, organized into fifteen groups or sec- 
tions, concerned broadly with mathe-

Besides being press director for 
the American Association for the 
Advanicement of Science, Dr. Negus 
is professor of chemistry at the Medi- 
cal College of Virginia in Richmond. 
He is nationally known for his work 
in scientific fields and received the 
Silver Beaver award from the Boy 
Scouts of America in 1938 for his 
work along natural history lines.

matics, physics, chemistry, astronomy, 
geology and geography, the zoological 
sciences, the botanical sciences, anthro- 
pology, psychology, the social and eco- 
nomic sciences, the historical and phil- 
ological sciences, engineering, medical 
science, agriculture, and _ education.

The large number of members of the 
association and their diversified inter- 
ests in science make necessary general 
sessions to serve a unifying influence. 
These sessions, designed to deal espe- 
cially with the all important present 
day social aspects of scientific progress, 
also serve as a medium for interpreting 
science to the public. Dr. Albert F. 
Blakeslee, director of the Carnegie In- 
stitution, has taken as the subject for 
his address as retiring president of the 
association, “Individuality in Plants, 
Animals, Man.” “The Problems of the 
Expanding Universe” will be the sub- 
ject of the 20th annual address of The 
Society of the Sigma Xi, honor scien tific 
society, and Dr. Edwin P. Humble, dis- 
tinguished astronomer of the Mt. Wi son 
Observatory, will be the speaker. Dr. 
Christian Gauss, dean of Princeton ‘ni- 
versity, has been selected to give the 
annual address of The United Cha;

THis COMMITTEE, appointed at the beginning of our year, 
promptly completed plans for the correlation of all defense 


activities in Dallas, and by diagram pub- 


lished in Dallas on March 1, presented 
an ambitious program, referred to by 
Federal officials visiting in Dallas dur- 
ing March as more far-reaching than the 
defense program planned for any other 
city in the country. 

When thereafter President Roosevelt 
appointed a Director of Civilian Defense 
who requested that the Governor of each

[HERE HAS BEEN no more active or aggressive committee 
oi the Chamber of Commerce during 1941 than that on 
Defense Housing. Organized early in 
January, it has devoted itself to the many 
problems involved in encouraging the 
building of such houses as may be 
needed for those who are working in de- 
fense or other industrial plants of the 
Dallas area. The first objective of the 
Committee throughout the year has been 
to encourage the building of houses 
through private financing, the Commit- 
tee having ascertained at the outset that 





a need for a large amount of new con-

struction existed. 

After extended investigation it became 
apparent that applications for a publicly financed village for 
housing workers of the North American plant at Grand Prairie 
would be necessary. Applications were aggressively pushed by 
this Committee, with the result that the Avion Village of 300 
family units was established near the North American plant 
and is now complete and in occupancy. It was later determined 
during the year that a second village, also of 300 family units,

should be built, and that is now about completed, and is ex- 
pected to be occupied by the end of December. .~ 

In the Dallas area during 1941 it is estimated that 5,500 
homes for working men will have been erected with private 
finance, this being approximately 1,000 more than during 
1940; in addition, construction of 1,450 family units has been 
started during 1941 by the United States Housing Authority, 
and they will be completed in 1942. Thus, with the 600 family 
units in the two Villages erected by the Federal Works Agency, 
this 1,450 and an additional 1,000 from private financing dur- 
ing the year, all in part attributable to the efforts of this Com- 
mittee, the housing needs of the community have been cur- 
rently met. 

Early in the spring, at the request of Government agencies, 
a Bureau was established in a downtown office, at which all 
having homes for sale or for rent or rooms for rent, might 
list them. Here working men could obtain any information 
desired concerning homes or rooms thus listed. This Bureau 
was established by joint action of USHA, the Real Estate 
Board of Dallas, and the Chamber of Commerce, acting 
through this Committee, and has continued to function since 
April, at nominal expense, all personnel and much other ex- 


pense being furnished by NYA.

THis COMMITTEE, appointed in January, made an exhaus- 
tive survey of the needs for the training in Dallas of those 
inexperienced in mechanical or factory 
work, who, if trained, might obtain posi- 
tions in defense factories in the Dallas 
area. It collaborated in this with a com- 
mittee acting at the instance of and for 
the Dallas School Board, under the chair-

Having determined that a need existed, 
a school was started in the latter part of 
1940. In premises temporarily loaned by 
the State Fair of Texas and with ma- 
MR.

idly, with students attending in four shifts of six hours each, 
so that before the school moved to its new quarters on the 
17th day of September, it had graduated 1,237 students, prac-

developed during 1941. This Committee was active in the 
negotiations which led to the establishment at Hensley Field 
of the Naval Reserve Aviation Base, and later its enlarge- 
ment. This Committee also was active in the negotiations with 
the City of Dallas for the enlargement and improvement of 
Hensley Field in order to better serve the North American 
Aviation Factory and the Naval Base. 

Promptly after the dedication of the Naval Base, it became 
apparent that the course of training there required, that in 
addition to the facilities at Hensley Field, the Naval author- 
ities have available another field for their exclusive use dur- 
ing the emergency. This Committe negotiated with the County 
authorities, and obtained their codperation and assistance, 
which resulted in the purchase of approximately 379 acres 
of land six miles south of Grand Prairie by the County of Dal- 
las, and the leasing of this to the Navy for use as an auxiliary 
training field. The field has since been improved and dedi- 
cated, and is in use. 

This Committee also collaborated in the work which has 
led to the plans for the Midway Airport.

A coMMITTEE of the Dallas Chamber of Commerce unsuc- 
cessfully attempted, many years ago, before Love Field was 
determined upon as a municipal field of Dallas, to negotiate 
with officials of Fort Worth for a midway airport which would 

serve both cities. 

With the enlargement of Love Field 
and the improvements there, and with its 
increasing importance as an air center, 
resulting in its very high rating among 
the airports of America in volume of 
business in 1940, the urge for a midway 
airport for normal use had subsided. 
Authorities of the Federal Government, 
however, including Army officials and 

MR. FLORENCE officers of the Civil Aeronautics Author- 
ity, urged during 1940 the adoption of plans for a midway 
airport which would be used throughout the emergency for 
defense purposes, and repeatedly presented this as an urgent 
necessity for Army purposes. For such a use primarily, the 
CAA offered to allot to Dallas and Fort Worth jointly, in 
1940, the initial portion of funds which would complete the 
improvements of an ultra-modern airport with Federal funds 
if the two cities would purchase the land. Dallas adopted ap- 
propriate resolutions, but Fort Worth did not. 

This Committee, appointed in January, undertook to negoti- 
ate bases for agreement between the two cities, so that the 
Federal funds could be used for such a field, understanding 
that it was urgently needed by the Army, and with the idea 
that it would be so improved as to be available for the use 
of the two cities as a midway airport after the emergency. 
The Committee found air lines interested in promoting such 
a field, but did not succeed in negotiating plans such as it 
proposed. 

With the expiration of the fiscal year of CAA and the 
termination of the tentative allotment to Dallas and Fort 
Worth, CAA offered that allotment to Arlington, and Amer- 
ican Airways and Braniff Airways offered to buy the land 


for Arlington. This Committee thereupon undertook ag:res. 
sively to obtain suport of the City of Fort Worth and the 
Fort Worth Chamber of Commerce, as well as the support of 
the City of Dallas, in a plan which it had made efforts t 
work out earlier in the year, superseding the plan then about 
to be finally adopted by CAA, under which the City of Arling. 
ton would have been the sole owner, and the two air lines 
as lessees for fifty years entitled (with Arlington’s approval 
in part) to determine policies important to the public with 
reference to the use of the airport. 

After extended and difficult negotiations, the objectives of 
this Committee are apparently within reach. The complete 
cooperation of the Fort Worth Chamber of Commerce was 
obtained; the full codperation of the City government of Dal- 
las and Fort Worth assured, and then the representatives of 
the two Chambers of Commerce and the two cities, acting 
jointly, succeeded in persuading Arlington officials, the air. 
line officials, and the Federal officials that the midway airport, 
the land for which was being acquired by the air lines at 
their expense, should be owned by the three cities and op- 
erated under rules and regulations aproved by each. 

It is confidently believed that as a result of these negotia 


tions when concluded, an airport on land paid for by the air. 
lines will be. built with funds supplied by the Federal Govern- 
ment; and that, after the emergency, a new municipal airport 
will be available for use of all airlines serving the people o! 
Dallas, the Federal and City authorities having first deter- 
mined to what extent the facilities of this new field shail be 
used rather than those of the existing municipal airports. li 
seems undebatable that, with the immense growth of aviation 
that is anticipated after the emergency, Dallas will find full 
use for Love Field and this new airport. 

That accomplishment for Dallas will doubtless prove o! in- 
creasing advantage to our citizenship throughout the yea’s to 


come,

(b) A Federal statute creating a mediation board, authorized 

to function on its own initiative in any instance in which 
such a 30-day notice shall have been given, copy of same 
to be sent directly to this board, and it to be privileged 
immediately to investigate and give publicity concerning 
the contentions of the parties to the dispute; this being 
with the idea, not that the intercession of this board would 
compel the parties to agree, but that with the force of 
public opinion, if one or the other of the parties is thus 
shown by official publicity to be clearly wrong, prolonged 
continuation of the dispute would be improbable; it is 
proposed that this statute shall apply to all establishments 
engaged in or affecting interstate commerce, or, in the 
alternative, if preferred, those dealing only with defense 
contracts. 
A Federal statute which would penalize the use of violence 
or the threat of violence in connection with any effort to 
persuade one employe who wants to work from working 
at a job available to him, this statute to apply to all estab- 
lishments engaged in or affecting interstate commerce, or, 
in the alternative, if preferred, those dealing only with 
defense contracts. 


Though the United States Chamber of Commerce did not at 
that time adopt such a program or any similar program, and 
though at the time of the preparation of this report Congress 
has enacted no such legislation, the Dallas Chamber of Com- 
merce has continued to urge the enactment of some such legis- 
lation, or any other legislation which will effect the elimina- 
tion of strikes in defense industries. This it is continuing to

Tuis Committee has worked jointly with a committee of 
the Dallas Citizens Council. From time to time prior to 1941, 
proposals were submitted to Congress for 
the payment of Federal income taxes by 
residents of community property states 
on bases similar to the payment of such 
taxes by the residents of other states, in 
disregard of the difference in the provi- 
sions of the constitutions and laws of 
the states involved. 

These prior efforts were defeated or 
deferred, but with the urge of finding ad- 
ditional sources of income, the Treas- 
ury Department proposed in 1941 that 
joint returns be made mandatory for 
husbands and wives of all states.

All constituent chambers of commerce having been re- 
quested to make any recommendation they desired, there were 
presented in this field only two suggestions, (1) that of the 
Committee on Resolutions of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce, urging an appropriate resolution looking toward a 
moratorium of disputes, but no legislation, and (2) the pro- 
posal of the Dallas Chamber of Commerce, which during the 
convention of the United States Chamber became known as 
the “Dallas Plan.”

“SECOND: Driveways Within the Park Area. 


“It is contemplated that various reallocations of activities 
within the Park will be made in connection with which it will 
be desirable to change the course of some of the driveways so 
as to facilitate ingress and egress. It is not contemplated that 
any effort will be made to create any through thoroughfares 
or highways within any portion of the Park property and the 
Committee is of the opinion that the changes as outlined should 
be endorsed. 


“In this connection the City officials are urged in no way to 
limit their control of all traffic passing through the Park to the 
extent of completely closing same under conditions and cir- 
cumstances and at such times as within their judgment is 
desirable. 

“Your Committee recommends that trucks, buses, and pub- 
lic vehicles be prohibited from using the driveways within 
Fair Park except for the purpose of making deliveries or upon 
special occasions for which permits shall be issued. Your Com- 
mittee also recommends that none of the driveways within the 
Park area be designated by the identical names by which pub- 
lic highways are known; such as Forest Avenue, Exposition 
Avenue, Grand Avenue, etc., but that independent names be 
chosen to designate the driveways within the Park in order 
to avoid any appearance or possibility of said driveways being 
dedicated for unlimited public purposes or of creating an ease- 
ment for same.” 

Since approval of this recommendation, the State Fair and 
the City have approved such actions also, and their completion 
before the State Fair of 1942 is hoped for.

As all of the members of the Dallas Chamber of Commerce 
know, the report of Army Engineers was approved by the Di- 
rector of Budget and numerous other favorable agencies, and 
was then filed with the Rivers and Harbors Committee of the 
House of Representatives. It recommended the approval gen- 
erally of the water and soil conservation features of the plan 
as proposed, recommended the immediate enlargement of the 
channel of the Trinity to Liberty, Texas, and deferred canali- 
zation of the Trinity from Liberty to Dallas and Fort Worth 
to a future date. In view of the importance of the portion of 
the projects recommended for immediate action from a de- 
fense standpoint, in view of the relatively small cost of such 
improvements and the wisdom of deferring the heavier cost 
of the future work in view of defense demands during the 
present emergency, this report was considered highly favor- 
able, and its approval was urged upon the Rivers and Har- 
bors Committee of the House of Representatives. 


Again, through the efforts of the Sub-Committee acting for 
this Committee, a representative group of Dallas business men 
appeared at public hearing before such committee on Octo- 
ber 8 and 9. After full hearing and later consideration, that 
committee has included within the Rivers and Harbors Bill, 
now pending in the House of Representatives, the proposal as 
then advocated. 


It is the view of the Dallas Chamber of Commerce, expressed 
by resolutions adopted by its Board of Directors during the 
year that every effort possible should be exerted to see that the 
proposal as thus to be presented to the House of Representa- 
tives should receive favorable action.

General Manager’s Report of Departmental Activities 


AT THE REQUEST of the President, I will endeavor to briefly 
outline the activities and the accomplishments of the various 
departments of the Chamber during 1941. Much of the activ- 
ities of these departments has been covered by the preceding 
committee reports and the accomplishments outlined in these 
reports have been successfully consummated by the mem- 
bers of the staff under the supervision and direction of those 
committees. 

During the past year, we unfortunately lost the services of 
three very capable staff members who resigned to accept other 
positions, although we regretted to see them go and endeav- 
ored to persuade them to stay. They were Messrs. Andrew De- 
Shong, Fred Lange and C. J. Crampton. But since they felt it 
to their best interest to leave. we have been very fortunate in 
getting three very capable men to fill their places in Messrs. 
Jimmie Chambers. M. E. Hannon and Herbert DeShong. 

I want to take this opportunity to pay my highest respects 
to all the members of the Chamber staff. It is my observation. 
after visiting Chambers of Commerce all over the United 
States, that we are very fortunate in the efficient, capable and 
loyal personnel that compose the staff of our organization. 
They are entitled to sincere recognition for their splendid 


work. 


Busy Year for Chamber 


This has been one of the busiest years that I have ever 
experienced since my connection with the Chamber. During 
the past year. the Great Perparedness Program has gotten 
under way in full blast. This has brought about many new 
developments and activities which have required many adjust- 
ments in the manner of operation and qui: action on the part 
of the Chamber. It has been necessary to be more alert than 
ever before and to be constantly on watch for new develop- 
ments and changes in the Defense Program as it rapidly 
expanded. 

Under these existing conditions. we developed a two-point 
program: 

1. To see that Dallas received her share of new defense 

industries. 

2. To see that local industries were benefited by the de- 
fense program, and also endeavor to protect them against 
certain hardships that this program brought about. 

Under the wise policy promulgated by our Board of Direc- 
tors, we have only endeavored to bring to Dallas those indus- 
tries and Army and Navy establishments that had the possi- 
bility of permanency after the Preparedness Program was over. 
We believe this policy will prove sound and that we have got- 
ten our share of important permanent industry and that Dallas 
has definitely entered its next important phase of growth... 
Industrial Expansion. 

Although priorities and other Defense restrictions have 
seriously handicapped the expansion of industry, our Indus- 
trial Department, under the management of Clyde Wallis, has 
experienced its most successful year. New manufacturing 
plants that began operation during the year added some 7,500 
workers to the City’s factory payrolls. Further expansion of 
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these industries and the completion in 1942 of new planis 
under construction now will add another 7.500 workers. 
During the past twelve months over 1,000 new concer:s 
located in Dallas. These include manufacturers, wholesale 
retailers, oi] companies and Government offices. Among t 
largest being the Guiberson Diesel Engine Plant and t 


Standard Brands Plant. 


Market Development 
The Manufacturers and Wholesalers Department, manag 


by Bob Bourdene, has experienced an unusually active ye 


Existing conditions brought about many new and _ unusw «| 
problems for both manufacturers and wholesalers which hid 
to be solved, but in spite of this an unusually successful y« 
has been experienced. Many new plans for the promotion of 
the wholesale market were developed, such as radio programs 
and improvement of mail advertising. 

This Department handled our regular Business Tour which 
had the largest personnel of representative business men of 
any of these tours. This Department was also very active in 
the promotion of the successful summer opera staged in t 
band shell. 

Also under the supervision of this Department is the 1 
cently established Foreign Trade Department. This Depart- 
ment has been especially active in the promotion of business 
with Mexico and South America and over 300 buyers called 
on this Department for assistance in making purchases of over 
$500,000 during the past year. This Division of the Chamber 
is expanding very rapidly. Miss Olga Cardenas is secretary 0! 
the Department. 

The Retail Merchants Division of the Chamber. under the 
supervision of R. C. Dolbin, has materially increased its acti 
ities during the past year. During the year, evening classes in 
various phases of retail merchandising were inaugurated, also 
the establishment of a special training course for retailing in 
the Technical High School. The Department assisted materiall) 
in getting the present Texas Experience Rating under the 
State Unemployment Compensation Act. It is estimated this 
rating will mean an annual saving to Texas Employers of 
about $12.000,000.00 in compensation taxes. Many othe: 
minor matters and routine activities were successfully han- 


dled by the Department. 


r . 
Transportation 

One of the most active divisions in the Chamber is the 
Transportation Department. Its main duty is to always be on 
the alert to prevent any discriminatory rates being put into 
effect that would handicap Dallas shippers or receivers of 
freight; also to keep shippers and receivers informed of con- 
templated revisions in rates and changes in rules or reguli- 
tions affecting the transportation of different kinds of me-- 
chandise. During the year, this Department gave 7,815 raie 
quotations by mail; 25,350 quotations by telephone and 452 
routings were furnished and the Manager, Sam Goodstei 
attended over 60 hearings. 

Another active Department is that one designated to hand e 
highway and aviation matters. As these two types of tran:- 





portation are experiencing a most rapid development at pres- 
ent, it is constantly necessary to be extremely alert and active 
\ith reference to the improvements in our highways and avia- 
yn expansion. Herbert DeShong is manager of these two 
epartments and also handled many Defense activities. 
During 1941, the Convention Department established a new 
‘ord, both as to the number of conventions and the total of 
mvention guests. The number of conventions and major sales 
eetings held, or booked for the remainder of the year, totals 
\0, as compared with the previous high in 1936 of 600. Ai- 
ndance at the 1941 gatherings totals aproximately 175,000, 
d using the nationally recognized basis of computation, 
ese visitors spent $5,250,000 in Dallas. Z. E. Black has been 
iciently handling this Department for many years. 
The prime purpose of the Publicity Department is to exploit 
e Chamber and its activities over the radio. through the 
wspapers, magazines and the two Chamber publications, 
e Hub and the magazine Dallas. This Department has en- 
yed the fine codperation of all the three Dallas papers. 
whose fine support is deeply appreciated. During the year over 
700 stories and 97 pictures concerning the activities of the 
1amber were published in our local papers. Out of town 
pers published 246 stories and 60 pictures about the Dallas 
hamber and 34 stories were published by national magazines. 
mmie Chambers, the Manager, has been very successful in 


lling of the Chambers’ activities locally and abroad. 


Uther Activities 


The Travel and Information Bureau is indeed a busy activ- 
of the Chamber. This Bureau keeps informed continually 
to the condition of all major highways and furnishes reut- 
ing not only to our local citizens but to hundreds of tourists 
and visitors. It also furnishes general information about Dal- 
s. 16.759 mail and 23.610 telephone inquiries have been han- 
ed by this Bureau so far this year and 840 cut-of-iown peo- 
le have called in person. Misses Jessie Lancaster and Ethei 
tucker are in charge of the Bureau. 
Owing to the need to be in constant contact with Washing- 
n officials because of the Defense Program, Dale Miller was 


nt to Washington in June to handle matters there for us. He 


has been extremely active in such matters as the Trinity River 
project, Aviation Hearings before the C.A.A. and many others 
that have been of great importance to Dallas. 

The Membership Department is one of the most important 
in the Chamber. for without the support of our members there 
would be no Chamber. We are glad to report that the Chamber 
now has the largest membership in its history. This is prob- 
ably one of the main reasons why we have enjoyed such a suc- 
cessful year. Mr. M. E. Hannon is Manager of this Depart- 
ment. 

And last, but certainly not least, we come to the Finance 
and General Office Department. This Department fulfills the 
duties ordinarily furnished by the bookkeeping, collecting, 
purchasing, cashier, mailing and telephone switchboard de- 
partments of the average well operated business establishment. 
Under the suvervision of the Budget and Finance Committee it 
prepares the budget under which we operate and sees that we 
stay within it. The switchbcard handles about 900 incoming 
and out-going calls a day and the Mailing Department has 
handled over 77,000 incoming pieces, and over 255.000 out- 
going pieces of mail this year. Our bookkeeping and financial 
records are handled in an efficient and business-like manner, 
the same as those business firms that support us. Sam Tobo- 
lowsky is Manager and Cashier, and also the Business Man- 
ager of our magazine. 

Thus, briefly, the departmental activities for 1941 have been 
summarized. Our hundredth anniversary has indeed been a 
great year, but we are now looking forward to our next cen- 
tury of progress. and your Chamber of Commerce is in posi- 
tion to render you greater service than ever before. We are 
on a sound financial basis and have a capable. aggressive and 
intelligent organization. It is your Chamber of Commerce and 
we are anxious to serve you. We welcome your suggestions.

these opportunities for scholars from 
different fields, and with somewhat dif- 
ferent primary interests, to meet to- 
gether, the association serves as an im- 
portant integrating agency in our com- 
plex civilization. These great organiza- 
tions with large memberships are pow- 
erful stabilizing forces in this critical 
period. 

The general addresses which have 
been listed are only a small fraction of 
the entire program for the meeting at 
Dallas. Each of the fifteen sections and 
the two subsections in medicine through 
which the association carries on its work 
will have at least one session for the 
presentation of papers. The fields of 
the sections range from mathematics, 
physics and chemistry through the bio- 
logical sciences and the social sciences 
to engineering, the medical sciences and 
education. The chairman of each of these 
fifteen sections is a distinguished scien- 
tist and a vice-president of the associa- 
tion. Each vice-president will deliver an 
appropriate general address before the 
section of which he is chairman. 

In addition to the fifteen sections and 
the subsections on dentistry and phar- 
macy, thirty affiliated and associated so- 
cieties and several local societies will 
join with the association in its meeting 
at Dallas. Altogether there will be about 
200 sessions for the delivery of ad- 
dresses and the presentation of papers. 
the number of which will probably be at 
least 1,500. 

Perhaps an idea of the nature of the 
scientific sessions can be sufficiently 
illustrated by the programs of the sec- 
tions on chemistry and medicine. The 
chemists will hold sessions through three 
days at which thirty papers will be pre- 
sented and will join in a dinner at which 
the chairman of the section, Dr. George 
Scatchard, of the Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, will deliver his address 
as retiring vice-president of the associa- 
tion. The first day will be devoted to a 
symposium on “Biochemistry,” in which 
eminent specialists will discuss various 
questions of nutrition, including some of 
the vitamins. On the second day the pro- 
gram will be on “Spectrographic Analy- 
sis,” and the third, on “Petroleum In- 
dustry,” a particularly appropriate sub- 
ject in the greatest petroleum-producing 
area in the world.

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LIGHTNIN’ ON ICE 


T HAS been called the most danger- 
ous game, the fastest game, “murder 

on ice” and half a dozen other expres- 
sive and descriptive phrases, but how- 
ever it may be known, ice hockey came 
to Dallas this fall. 

Out at the Ice Arena, on the State 
Fair of Texas grounds, the Dallas “Tex- 
ans” play 25 home games against seven 
other members of the American Hockey 
Association this autumn and winter, and 
enough of those have already been 
reeled off to give Dallas a taste of flash- 
ing blades, blistering puck shots and 
crashing bodies. 

It is something new, something differ- 
ent, and it is action every minute of 
three 20-minute playing periods. Dallas 
caught on quickly and enthusiastically. 
There is no pretense about ice hockey. 
The players are out to win and the 
crowd is partisan, rabidly partisan. 

The seven other teams of the Amer- 
ican Hockey Association which Dallas 
plays are St. Louis, Kansas City, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis, Tulsa, Omaha and 
Fort Worth. Fort Worth and Dallas 
both joined the association this year, in- 
creasing the number from an original 
six to eight. The association is divided 
into two groups, the northern and south- 
ern division. Dallas, Fort Worth, Tulsa 
and Kansas City make up the southern 
division and play twice as many games 
against each other as they play against 
the northern division members. 

Professional, big-time ice hockey was 
brought to Dallas through the efforts of 
Clarence E. Linz, president of Ice 
Sports. Inc., the corporation which owns 
and operates both the Dallas Ice Arena 
and the Dallas Hockey Club. The Dal- 
las club, the “Texans” incidentally, is a 
completely independent team with no 
financial or other connections with 
any other club in either of the three big 
hockey leagues. Mr. Linz obtained a 
franchise in the American Hockey Asso- 
ciation early in the summer and was in- 
strumental in getting a similar franchise 
for Fort Worth, which also has a new 
ice arena, just completed. Mr. Linz was 
named to the Board of Governors of the 
American association shortly after Dal- 
las joined, 

Under association rules, Dallas is 
composed of 15 men. This will be cut 
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Fred Balboni, left wing of the Texans, demonstrates one of the commonest fouls in ice hockey— 
tripping. Goldy is doing the tripping, purely for the benefit of the camera 


game, although the Texan squad now is 
composed of 16 men. This will be cut 
down within a month by Coach Roy 
Goldsworthy, a veteran of the National 
Hockey League. Goldy is a playing 
coach and holds down a right wing spot 
capably. 

The hockey team consists of six men. 
one goalie, two defensemen and three 
forwards—a center, a left and right 
wing. So fast and furious is the skating 
the men have to be substituted from 
every minute and a half to two minutes 
and a half. The goalie plays the entire 
game unless he is injured. in which case 
the team is allowed 15 minutes to get a 
substitute goalie dressed.

opportunity and consolidates its efforts 
in tht unity of its city. 

By “Dallas”, I mean Dallas as it is 
recognized by people all over the United 
States and is spoken 
of and written about 
by people from 
Texas, and particu- 
larly by people who 
live in the many 
suburbs adjacent to 
the City of Dallas 
proper. The people 
in these adjacent 
suburbs are citizens 
of Texas but are not 
citizens of the City of Dallas. It has 
given me great pleasure to scratch out 
“Dallas” and write in “Highland Park” 
or “University Park” on hotel registers 
in such cities as New York, Chicago, and 
San Francisco when some of my friends, 
particularly at oil and manufacturing 
conventions, signed the hotel register 
and attempted to pose as residents of 
Dallas. 

What do Highland Park, University 
Park, and other adjacent suburbs of 
Dallas stand for? NOTHING, BY 
THEMSELVES. They might be located 
in any county or state in the Union. 
Dallas can and will be the center of a 
great industrial area in the Southwest, 
but the one thing that will insure suc- 
cess for the City of Dallas will be the 
uniting into one city the separate parts 
and the combining of their united 
efforts. Let’s adopt the slogan, “ALL 
FOR DALLAS!” Rewards will be gained 


by such unity.

In conclusion I would like to mention 
that when the Guiberson Diesel Engine 
Co. petitioned the army for its new Die- 
sel plant, the site was designated Dallas, 
although the location of the plant is 
nearer Garland. The Dallas Chamber of 
Commerce wrote government officials 
concerning available labor for the Gui- 
berson Diesel Engine project. They also 
did other helpful things in securing this 
great industry for Texas, and Dallas in 
particular.
